Purpose:  Support wastewater & 
water infrastructure projects 
through low interest loans

Provision:  Clean Water Act, 1987 
Safe Drinking Water Act, 1996

State Revolving Fund

Eligible Customers:  Available to the 
four county governments: Honolulu, 
Maui, Kauai, & Hawaii.

The State Revolving Fund was provided for by the Clean Water and Safe Drinking Water Acts.
Its purpose is to support wastewater & water infrastructure projects through low interest loans.
Under Hawaii’s program, these loans are only available to the four county governments.



Two SRF Programs:
• CWSRF funds 
wastewater projects 
under the Wastewater 
Branch.

• DWSRF funds water 
projects under the Safe 
Drinking Water Branch.

The Clean Water SRF funds wastewater projects & is administered under the Wastewater Branch.
The Drinking Water SRF funds water projects & is administered under the Safe Drinking Water Branch.



SRF Project Selection

• Is ready to proceed

County proposes project.  Project ranked 
using criteria such as whether the project:

• Remedies an enforcement action

• Eliminates a health hazard

• Is “GREEN”

Counties propose projects which are ranked based on criteria such as whether the project
     is ready to go
     whether the project remedies an enforcement action
     whether it eliminates a health hazard
     and whether the project is considered green.

2010 Funding Update 
EPA provides an annual capitalization grant 
to the SRF programs which requires a 20% 
state match.

CWSRF DWSRF
EPA cap grant ~ $15.8 mil ~$13.6 mil

Required 20%
State match

~ $3 mil ~ $2.7 mil

Total if state 
match provided

~ $18.8 mil ~ 16.3 mil

The amount of annual funding allocated under the new administration has significantly increased.
Compared to last year, the Clean Water grant amount has tripled, while the Drinking Water amount has doubled.

However, in order to actually receive these funds, the state NEEDS to provide a 20% match.
Given our state’s current economy, this match is NOT a guarantee, So we urge you to support legislation to provide matching state funds to avoid loss of EPA cap grants.



2010 SRF Requirements

•   Davis Bacon

•   Green Project Reserve (GPR)

At least 20% of funds must go 
toward “green projects.”

Payment of prevailing wage rate.

There are two new requirements.

Compliance with the Davis Bacon Act requires payment of the federal prevailing wage rate.
Although this probably won’t be a problem for Hawaii, documentation will still be required.

The Green Project Reserve or GPR focuses on water and energy efficiency.
At least 20% of EPA cap grant funds must now fund GPR projects.



Davis Bacon (DB)  Requirements 

•  DB language must be in county contract.

•  Payment of federal prevailing wage rate.

•  County shall reference applicable wage
determination general decision number.

•  Worker interviews to determine compliance.

To satisfy Davis Bacon requirements, Davis Bacon language must be in county contracts, and reference the applicable federal wage decision number.

Worker interviews must also be conducted to determine compliance.




Green Project Reserve (GPR)
20% of funds must go to GPR projects.

•  Water efficiency – eg:  reuse, water 
meter installation for system leak 
detection.

•  Energy efficiency – eg:  incorporation 
of solar, wind power for use in plants or 
stations, use of energy-saving 
equipment, and energy audits.

Presentation Notes
For a project to qualify for the Green Project Reserve, there are two main categories.
-   Water efficiency projects refer to projects which help conserve or recycle water.  Examples include wastewater reuse, and drinking water leak detection systems.
-   Energy efficiency projects refer to projects which help conserve or decrease energy usage.  Examples include projects incorporating solar or wind power in treatment plants or pump stations, use of energy-saving equipment, and energy audits.

Waimea WWTP Expansion

· Increase capacity from 0.3 to 0.7 mgd
· Upgrade to produce R-1 quality water

· Incorporate solar panels producing ~ 160 kW

Kauai County

The Waimea wastewater treatment plant expansion project on Kauai will upgrade to produce R-1 quality water and incorporate use of solar panels.



Countywide PS Renovations
Maui County

Renovate 7 pump stations, replace 15 old 
pumps with those guaranteed to reduce 
energy consumption by 20% .

Maui’s project to renovate seven pump stations will replace 15 old pumps with energy efficient ones.




Summary

•  20% of EPA capitalization grant 
funds must be allocated to the 
Green Project Reserve (GPR).

•  SRF Programs provide loans to 
counties to upgrade 
infrastructure.

Presentation Notes
In summary, the SRF program provides low interest loans to the counties to upgrade wastewater and water infrastructure.

The program will now be required to allocate 20% of EPA cap grant funds to the Green Project Reserve to fund projects promoting water or energy efficiency.
